Near Hill No. 304 the artil- 
lery bombardments on both sides 
have been rather severe and grenade 
fighting also has taken place. Sev- 
eral French attacks against the Ger- 
man defenses in this region Sunday 
broke down with heavy casualties, 
according to Berlin. While Berlin 
gays the British in their attacks 
against the Turks on the Irak front 
in Asiatic Turkey last week suffered 
heavy losses and in addition met 
with repulse, a London official com- 
munication asserts that Saturday and 
Sunday the Britishers’ attacks gained 
complete possession of Turkish 
first and second-line trenches south- 
west of Kut-el-Amara on a front 
of 4200 yards and also took third 
and fourth-line trenches on a front 
of 600 yards. <A large number of 
casualties were suffered by the 


Turks.

How They will be Distributed 
Along the Mexican |

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Jan. 
29.—Border stations to which 
troops of the expeditionary 
forces will be distributed upon 
their return from Mexico 
were announced at headquar- 
ters of the southern depart- 
ment today. Five regiments, 
two of cavalry and three of 
infantry, will go to El Paso 
and Gen. Pershing will estab- 
lish his headquarters at the 
same place. 

Crossing to American terri- 
tory, regiments of the Persh- 
ing command will be mobil- 
ized about seven miles south 
of Columbus and then march 
from there into Columbus for 


teenth Cavalry will first go to 
Deming, N. M., and then pro- 
ceed to San Antonio for sta- 
tion. This movement will be 
by rail, 

The Fifth and Seventh 
Cavalry will march from Co- 
lumbus to EI Paso. The 
Sixth, Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Infantry will move to 
the same point, by motor 
truck. 

The Twenty-fourth Infantry 
will take station at Columbus. 
One squadron and one troop 
of the Tenth Cavalry will pro- 
ceed to Fort Huachucha by 
rall, one squadron will go to 
Nogales, Aris, and one troop 
will take station at Fort 
Apache. The Apache Indians 
who have been on duty with 
the expedition as scouts and 
guides will also proceed to 
Fort Apache. They will be 
mustered out of the Federal

TOKIO, Jan. 29, 4:50 p.m.—The 
government has fixed April 20 for 


the elections to the new House of 


Representatives and June 23 for the 
assembling of the Diet. 

In an interview given the Asso- 
ciated Press, Yukio Ozaki, leader of 
the Constitutional party, upon 
whose life an attempt was made last 
week as he was addressing a mass 
meeting called to demand the res- 
ignation of the Cabinet shortly be- 
fore the dissolution of the House of 
Representatives by imperial decree, 
declared that the Constitutionalists 
would fight to obtain a regime of rec- 
ognition of political parties in the 
Diet as the basis for the formation of 
Cabinets. M. Ozaki contended that 
the accession of Lieut.-Gen. Count 
Terauchi as Premier, in defiance of 
the spirit of representative govern- 
ment, was made possible by the un- 
constitutional intervention of the 
Genro, or elder stateamen, who dur- 
ing the past quarter of a century 
have been a powerful voice in the 
affairs of the empire without any re- 
sponsibility to the Diet, the Cabinet, 
or even the Emperor himself. 

Alluding to the elder statesmen, 
he said: 

“The time has arrived when re- 
wponsibility must be fixed. They are 
an anacronism in the new Japan.“ 

Whatever the outcome of the 
struggle for truer representative 
government, he added, he was con- 
vinced that friendship with America 
would remain the aim of Japan. 
Former Premier Marquis Okuma will 
take the stump for the Constitution- 
alists in the coming campaign.

A THING OF THE PAST. 


Critical Period of History Finds United 


States Virtually Without . 


9 BY HARRY CARR. 


HE United States is in the 
extraordinary position of 
being without soldiers. 


Since“ there have been nations 


and wars, no great nation ever 
found itself in the tragic plight 
that would confront us should 
trouble occur with any foreign 
power. Even a severe domestic 
disturbance would firid us naked 
and helpless. 

The beautiful bubble that we 
were fond of calling our citizen 
soldiery has suddenly blown up 
with a faint pipping sound and 
a smell of soap. 

The National Guard has been 
absolutely wiped out of exist- 
ence. The returned militiamen 
have refused to take the oath of 
allegiance as required by a new. 
law. The force that went to the 
Mexican border has been erased 
as figures are erased from a 
blackboard. 

All that remains for the de- 
fense of this country is the 


Our regular army has 
never been intended as anything 
other than a sort of 2 
military police. No one has had 

the fondest delusion that the 
regular army could furnish a 
defense against any first-class 
foreign power. 


VILLA AMUCK. 
When Villa ran amuck last 
Spring at Columbus, N. M., we 
a theoretical bulwark of 
286,101 National Guardsmen.

All the troops had to be 
changed over from State troops 
to Federal troops. 

OFFICIAL REPORT. 

One of the regular army on- 
cers who inspected a regiment 
prior to its mustering into the 
Federal service gives the follow- 


ing account of the scene in his 
Qfficial report to the War De- 


partment:

pers away, anxious mothers de- 
manding the release of their 
sons of tender age, newspaper 
reporters using every known re- 
source to secure the basis upon

Another: 

“I have had an opportunity 
to observe property throughout 
camp. In general, rifles and 
bayonets are in awful condition, 
some completely covered with 
rust inside and out.” 

Another: 

“When the reports of physical 
examinations were submitted by 
the surgeon they were found to 
be incomplete and absolutely 
wrong in many cases. For in- 
stance, a company commander 
did not hesitate to scratch off 
‘the name of some man who had 
failed to appear, and substitute 
that of some other man for 
whom he (the company com- 
mander) had no report of phys- 

examination.” 

Another: 

“I still find a great many 
companies with their small 
arms completely covered with 
rust inside and out. They look 
as though they had spent a 
week in the bottom of a creek. 
In some regiments no attempt 
is made to clean them.” 


AN EXTRACT. 


Following is an extract from 


the report of an officer who 
mustered out one of the militia 
regiments on its return from the 
border: 

“All the property was in a 
poor condition. A large per- 
centage of it was unserviceable. 
All the property showed neglect 
and absolute lack of care. The 
small arms were in especially 
poor condition. Nearly all of 
the rifles were very rusty and 
dirty. All the rifle stocks were 
scratched and battered. An ef- 
fort was made through the com- 
manding officer to have them 
cleaned, but there were no ap- 
parent results. 

“In spite of over four months 
Federal service, the accountable 
officers, with one exception, 
knew very little about how to 
keep property records or ren- 
der returns. No returns for 
property had been made.

ORSE-MEAT STORE 


(BY DIRECT WIRD—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan. 29.—‘"I sold 1800 
pounds of horse meat last week, and 
that is a big week's business for a 
new meat store,” said John Sulzer, 
proprietor of what he announces as 
“America’s first horse meat packing- 
house” on First avenue near One 
Hundred and Twenty-second street. 
He was doing a thriving retail busi- 
ness there this afternoon, and aside 
from the fact that horse meat is 
a trifle redder than beef, the appear-. 
ance of the store looked no different 
from any other neat and attractive 
butcher's shop. 

“Customers have — from 
far as West Hoboken, N. J., he said. 
“If I had sold 1800 pounds of ordi- 
nary beef in the first week I would 
have thought it business. I know 
the business thoroughly; having been 
in it in my native Switzerland.” 

Mr. Sulzer believes he has solved 
the problem of the high cost of 
meats. Instead of signs like “pork 
tenderloins, spare ribs of beef, ten- 
derloins,” etc., signs in the windows 
and inside announce “horse flesh 
sold here in accordance with the 
Board of Health's regulation.” 

His prices for horse meat are: 
Tenderloin, 15 cents a pound; por- 
terhouse steaks, 12; sirloins, 12; 
chuck steak, 8; round steak. 12: 
roasts without bones, 12; hearts, 6. 
He manufastures a line of sausages, 
frankfurters with horse and pork 
meat, 10 cents, and other sausages 
including bolonga with horse and 
pork meat, 10 and 20 cents a pound. 
In case of food products composed 
wholly of horse meat, the law re- 
quires the containers must be 80 
marked in plain English. 

The sale of horse meat is per- 
mitted under a Board of Health 

regulation issued last June. Rigi 
inspection before slaughtering is 

maintained.

These principles can be summed 
up briefly as follows: Justice and 
right dealing with man on his 
worth as a man, rather than as to his 
secial position, his occupation or the 
class to which he belongs. A fair 
and equitable distribution of the re- 
wards of hie industry. A just and 
proper compensation for those killed 
and at least possible cost and delay 
to those injured or maimed while 
acting as a unit of the industry. A 
tribunal unbiased, unprejudiced and 
able to understand the interdepend- 
ence of labor and capital, to the end 
that industrial isputes may be 
eliminated and harmony and good 
will prevail. 

So far as your legislative powers 
relate to this vital matter, I beg to 
recommend that they should be 
exercised in conformity with the 
principles herein set forth, proper- 
ly enacted into law.

COMMERCIAL. 
LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


By far the largest gross value of 
farm production in this country was 
reached in 1916, according to esti- 
mates made by the United States De- 
Agriculture. The total 
of crop and animal products was 
$13,449,000,000, an increase of $2,674,- 


000,000 over the total of 1915, which 


was itself a high-water mark. The 
more increase is greater than the 
census gross valuation of farm pro- 


duction in 1880, and is nearly as 
large as the census crop value in 
1899. The increase of 1916 over 1914 
was $53,554,000,000. The gross value 
of crop and animal products is all 
that is included in the figures for 
1916, and takes no account of the 
use of a product as a material for 
other production; nor are any costs 
of production subtracted. Conse- 
quently the value of gross production 
should be regarded as an index 
number, and not as so many net dol- 
lars put into the farmer's pocket. 

The Los Angeles flour market tis 
very firm at the moment and there is 
vancing this week. The best grades 
ing for $10 a barrel, and eastern 
brands are also up. These higher 
values are due to a steadily ciimb- 
ing primary wheat market and every 
fluctuation in the primary market 16 
followed in this city „ an ap- 
preciable advance in local quotations. 
Notwithstanding any bearish factors 
that may appear, holders of grain 
are laboring under an Impresston 
that thelr wheat has an increasin 
value, and for this reason they will 
only sell on 4 es and not on re- 
cessions. This aces the millers in 
an awkward 4 and forces them 
to purchase their raw materials at 
the top of the market. 

Monday's session of the Pratiuce 
Exchange was dull and uninteresting 
and sales were scarce. Eggs did not 
change and butter closed firm, al- 
though opening sales of creamery 
extras were at 39% cents a pound. 
Cheese offerings were not as heavy 
as usual and but little attention was 
bestowed on that commodity. Re- 
ceipts comprised 228 cases of eggs, 
51,760 pounds of butter, 4720 pounds 
of cheese, 1192 sacks of potatoes, 378 
sacks of onions, 15 sacks of beans, 
768 sacks of sweet potatoes and 2520 
boxes of apples. 


HOME BUTTER AND

To prevent Mexican exiles in 
this country from fomenting 
revolutionary plans affecting 
their own country, the joint

Supreme Court Upholds Legality of 
City Ordinance Regulating So- 


Holding that it was a matter of 
no importance whether the Los An- 
geles Transfef Company has or has 
not a contract with the uthern Pa- 
cific, which allows its representa- 
tives to entef the trains and depot 
of the railroad in this city to 
solicit patronage, the Supreme Court, 
in the corpus action, brought 
in behalf of E. H. Barmore, presi- 

nt of the Los Angeles Transfer 

ompany, yesterday discharged the 
petition for the writ and remanded 
Barmore. 

The action arose as a result of a 
contention involving the legality of 
an ordinance adopted by the City 
Council, requiring that persons 
soliciting business or patronage in 
the streets, on boats, railway trains 
or depots, must be equipped with a 
permit issued by the aity for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Barmore was arrested for al- 
leged violation of the ordinance, and 
took an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
relying among other things, on the 
fact that his company has a con- 
tract with the Southern Pacific that 
allowed the company's agents to 
solicit business in the depot here 
and on the trains coming into the 


The court holds that the comfort 
and convenience of the many per- 
sons who have occasion to pass 
through a railway station are di- 
rectly affected by the manner in 
which the transfer facilities for 
themselves and thelr baggage are 
handled. It finds that the City Coun- 
cil was well within its police power 
in regulating the manner in which 
business in the railway station and 
on the trains should be transacted.

Oil Man Commends Sagacity 
of the English. 


Indian System of Recruiting 
is Safety Valve. 


Wer Prices in Orient Even 
Lower than Here. 


If the war continues much longer 
in Europe, England need have no 
fear of a revolution in India, ac- 
cording to W. H. Mehrton, who has 
just returned from Burma, where 
he was field manager for the Indo- 
Burma Petroleum Company, operat- 
ing at Yenangyaung, which is in one 
of the oldest known oll fields in the 
world. 

“If the natives do not revolt it 
will not be because of tneir ambi- 
tions or desires, but because all of 
their leaders and thousands of the 
common men have been sent to the 
European front and are being killed 
there,” said Mr. Mehrton, who ise 
registered at the Baltimore Hotel. 

“When the war first broke out 
there were continual mutterings 
against the government throughout 
Burma. A few minor insurrections 
were also reported through other 
parts of India. That the English 
considered the situation very serious 
was evidenced by the fact that prac- 
tically every white man in Burma 
was organized into a volunteer com- 
pany. In the oil fields we had a 


regular signal system, which would 


have called us together in a mo- 


ment. 

ARE CANNY. 

“That an uprising was averted is 
due largely to the sagacity of the 
English officials. They chose lead- 
ers from the various castes, who in 
turn picked out twenty-five men, 
and these contingents were sent to 
Europe. Ever since that time ad- 
ditional large drafts have been 


made on the Indians, who have been 


made to believe that they are the 
most wonderful fighters in the world 
and that a great victory of the Eng- 
lish will mean much for them.” 
Mr. Mehrton expressed consider- 
able surprise at the high cost of 


shoes and foodstuffs in this country. 


“We could buy canned goods at 
. Same figures they are sold for 

e,“ he said, despite the fact that 
in India there are numerous dities, 
special war taxes and the expense 
of distant shipping. American shoes 
of a standard kind that I have been 


buying for years cost me only 40 


cents more in India a pair than I 
have been forced to pay for them 
since my arrival here. From this 
I should judge that values in this 
country have been slightly inflated 
without sufficient reason for such 
action.” 
DISTRICT SMALL. 

Discussing the oil situation in In- 
dia, particularly in the locality in 
which he has been active, Mr. Mehr- 
ton said: “In the Yenangyaung dis- 
trict, leases were only made on the 
ground area sixty feet in diameter. 
In a district, which is only two and 
one-half miles long and a trifle over 
half a mile in width, there are more 
than 2000 wells, controlled by ap- 
proximately eight operating com- 
panies. Not long ago the Burma 
Oil Corporation lost eighty-eight 
Americans as the result of a strike. 
Other companies had increased the 
mess allowance, as well as the 
wages of their employees, in order 
to make up for the higher cost of 
living brought about by the war. 
This one corporation refused to con- 
ser such advances, which resulted 
gn trouble not unlike that arising 
frequently in this country.” 

After a few months of recreation 
in Southern California, Mr. Mehr- 
ton, who years O Was connected 
with the Union 1 Company, will 
probably leave for South America 
to assist in the development of some 
of the new fields in that country.

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FLOOD CONTROL BOND PDANS 
— 


City Council, Chamber of Com- 
merce and Municipal League Se- 
lect Men to Examine the Reagan 
Propositions and Report on Ad- 
visability of Voting Money. 


The Council will be asked this 
morning to appoint City Engineer 
Homer Hamlin a member of the 
board of three engineers s#hich 16 
to scrutinize the flood control 
Proposition and report on the ad- 
visability of carrying out thé plans 
for which the Supervisors are asking 
the people to vote $4,450,000. The 
Chamber of Commerce has named 
William Mulholland as its repre- 
sentative and the Municipal League 
has selected John Quinton. 

This board of three experts is 
formed at the sugges tion of the 
Municipal League. The Finance 
Committee of the Council yesterday 
decided to recommend that City En- 
gineer Hamlin be appointed to rep- 
resent the city. In bringing forward 
its proposition that a board of three 
engineers thoroughly study County 
Flood Control Engineer Reagan’s 
plans, the Muntcipal League says: 

“The proposition to vote $4,450,000 
bonds for flood control in Los An- 
geles county, which is to be sub- 
mitted to the electors on February 
20, is one of extreme importance. 
The very size of the bond issue at 
once classes the project as among 
the greatest engineering undertak- 
ings which have been carried out by 
any pubife or private organization 
in Los Angeles county. It is vital, 
therefore, that the highest authority 
and mature advice should be had, 
especially since the plan now offered 
is likely to prove but a start upon 
further extensive developments, call- 
ing for the expenditure of very large 
sums. 

“It is known and publicly stated 
that the report of Mr. Reagan, 
which under the provisions of the 
Baker Act is binding if bonds are 
carried, differs in many respects 
from the report of the board 
of engineers, originally appointed. 

. « « The community will look 
to these engineers for sound advice, 
and can implicity rely upon the ex- 
pert and unbiased character of the 
report which they will bring in.“
